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poland school trustees affirm princip 


Upland School District trustees struck a bargain with 
Cabrillo Principal Oliver Soderberg last week, sticking 
to their decision to reassign him to classroom duties but 
agreeing to pay him a principal’s salary for one year. 

The announcement, made at a regularly scneauied 
board meeting, was greeted by shouts of protest. Copies 
of the night’s agenda were thrown at trustees by some 
members of the crowd of more than 100 parents suppor- 
ting Sonderberg. 

Upland police officers responding to a call, reportedly 
made by one of the district administrators, in an effort to 
calm the crowd experienced no serious difficulty. No ac- 
tual violence was reported. 

The agreement between the board and Soderberg 
followed a 90-minute executive session — an hour longer 
than scheduled — between both parties and a 
representative of the Association of California School 
Administrators. ‘ 

Soderberg left immediately after the private session 
and said this morning that he had no comment on the 





compromise agreement. 

He has been principal of Cabrillo School for nine years. 

“My only regret is for the parents who devoted days 
and weeks of work on my behaif,’’ he said. ‘Words are 
inadequate to express my thanks to them.” 

The controversial reassignment was first approved by 
the board in a 3-2 decision at its May 13 meeting. 
Trustees declined to discuss the exact nature of the 
demotion to classroom teacher, citing privacy laws, but 
said the decision was based largely upon several 
years of performance evaluation. 

During the last month, Soderberg consulted Gale 
Reynolds, professional standards executive for the 
Association of California School Administrators. 
Reynolds said he advised the principal on options 
available to him. 

The motion to reaffirm the reassignment followed a 
statement of board philosophy regarding discussion of 
personnel matters at public sessions by board President 
Dina Hunter. 





The listed agenda item read “reassignment of 
classroom teacher to principal of Cabrillo School,” 
suggesting the trustees might reverse their earlier 
action in response to parent protests. 

Parents calling for Soderberg’s reinstatement as the 
school’s principal have presented 604 letters signed by 
supporters. 

But after the agreement made in executive session, 
Trustee Barry Brandt moved that the original decision 
be upheld with the additional salary increase. 

Soderberg will also work 28 days in an assigned 
administrative capacity in addition to the regular 180- 
day teacher’s year. 

After the board unanimously approved the motion by 
roll call vote, the crowd rose to its feet, shouting protests 
mixed with scattered boos. 

Hunter asked unruly persons to leave the auditorium 
so the meeting could continue and, after about 10 
minutes, shut the door. 

The angry group of supporters voiced the most 
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al’s demotion 


objection to a lack of opportunity to address the board. 

“They have taken away our freedom of speech,”’ said 
parent Jim Trautner. ‘‘They ignored all those parents 
and the month of work we've put in — yet they are 
supposed to represent us.”’ 

Bill Miller, who has served as spokesman for some of 
the parents, expressed his frustration: , ; 

“It was a beautiful political coup. Now they ( trustees) - 
can’t be recalled — all they did is ‘work out an 
agreement’ with Soderberg. 

“We just don’t have a next step to take now. What can 
you do?” 

Trautner, however, disagreed. 

‘We're going to look into the recall of all five board 
members,”’ he said angrily. “If they won’t listen to 600 
parents, who will they listen to? 

“T admit at this point, Soderberg is gone, he made the 
agreement. 

“But now the future of this district is at stake. We 
aren’t going to quit.”

On measure to limit its powers 
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Attorney can’t pin down council

Upland attorney Greg Annigian 
tried unsuccessfully Monday to pin 
down Upland City Council members 
on his proposed ordinance limiting 
the council’s appointive powers. 


The council members instead 
refused to take any action on the 
matter, which appeared on the 
agenda as a business item, despite 
Annigian’s appeal for guidelines to 
gauge public opinion on his draft 
ordinance. 


The proposal does not add to the 
council’s current prerogative to fill 
vacant council seats by 
appointment, special election or 
petition. 


What it would do is limit options 
available to the body. According to 
Annigian’s draft, the council could 
still appoint a representative during 
an interim period to serve, but only 
until a special election could be 
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Catherine Hancock of 
Upland is the new vice 
president of the 
Riverside - San Bernar- 
dino Council of the Chil- 
dren’s Home Society of 
California. She was in- 
stalled during a recent 
council meeting hosted 
by the local Casa Alegre 
Auxiliaty at The Arbor 
Restaurant in Upland. 


called to fill the post by popular 
vote. 

Council member Ina Petokas told 
Annigian, ‘‘I believe we don’t need 
to impose further restrictions on the 
appointment process for future 
councils. I don’t think that right has 
ever been abused in the past.” 


She added that no citizens — other 
than Annigian — had contacted her 
regarding the proposal, despite 
publicity given the potential 
ordinance in a local paper. 


Other council members agreed, 
saying they had received no 
feedback at all. 


Annigian then pressed the council 
for a precise definition on ‘‘how 
much is ‘sufficient concern’ on 
behalf of people” in the community. 


“J haven’t run any type of 
campaign for this yet,” he told the 
council. ‘‘I need some kind of 
guidance — I don’t want to do the 
work, come back and have you tell 
me that what I’ve done isn’t enough. 
How many people do you want?”’ 


The council refused to set a 
specific number, but agreed that the 
percentages required to get an 
initiative placed on the ballot were 
valid in this situation. 


Council members said they were 
hesitant to place the issue on the 
ballot without additional public 
input, due to the expensive nature of 
running such an election. 


Mayor John McCarthy suggested 
that Annigian either have more 
supporters of the idea contact the 
council, or proceed to use the 
initiative method to bring the 
matter to the public’s attention. 


Annigian ran unsuccessfully for 
the council in April’s municipal 
elections. He also submitted his 
name for consideration to the seat 
vacated by McCarthy’s election as 
mayor. 


Citing the cost of a special 
election, the council chose to fill the 


N 


seat by appointment and chose 
Frank Carpenter, a former planning 
commissioner for the post. 


Following the meeting, an angry 
Annigian said that while he was not 
surprised the council took no action 
on his proposal he was indeed 
surprised at their “‘sidestepping’ 
his request for specific guidelines. 


“They just don’t want to 


hamstring themselves,” he said. 
“They're taking away the public’s 
right to vote. 

“The issie here isn’t the 
ordinance — the issue is power.” 

Council members reiterated their 
concern that feedback from 
individuals other than just Annigian 
was needed before they could 
consider starting the process to 
accept the proposal.

Upland trustees move Magnolia 


principal to Cabrillo School

The Upland School Board Monday 
named a successor to Oliver 
Soderberg for the controversial 
principal’s post at Cabrillo School. 


Frank Migaiolo, who has been 
with the district for 15 years, will 
take over the duties at Cabrillo this 
fall. 


Migaiolo is currently principal of 
Magnolia School, and has been 
instrumental in the prestigious staff 
development program in the 
district. The reassignment will 
leave a job opening at Magnolia, 
which school officials will advertise 
and hope to have filled by August. 


Assignment of principals for the 
remaining seven elementary and 
two junior high schools in the 
district will remain the same for the 
1980-1981 school year. 


The new assignment passed 
unanimously at a sparsely attended 
special session, with trustees Rick 
Minnis and Robert Ellis absent. 
Board member Barry Brandt voiced 
his approval of the selection. 


“Tt makes sense to know now that 
Cabrillo is getting a good principal,” 
he said, ‘‘rather than post an 
opening at the school and have to 
wait to see who fills it.”

Cabrillo has been the source of 
heated controversy in the district 
ever since a board decision May 13 
to reassign Soderberg to the 
classroom for the coming school 
year. 


Soderberg, who has worked in the 
district for 29 years, served as 
principal of the school for nine 
years. Trustees declined to give 
specific reasons for the demotion, 
citing a desire to protect 
Soderberg’s right to privacy. 


A vocal parents’ group formed in 
his defense, and succeeded in 
getting the reassignment placed on 
the board’s agenda a second time. 
During an executive session in that 
meeting last Tuesday, Soderberg 
agreed to the reassignment with the 
stipulation he would continue 
receiving a principal’s salary for the 
first year, and would work an 
additional 28 days in a special 
administrative assignment. 


Board president Dina Hunter said 
Monday that Migaiolo, having been 
with the district, had the advantage 
of being fully aware of the situation 
at Cabrillo and thus would not be 
taken off guard with the somewhat 
volatile atmosphere at the school. 


Migaiolo first came to the Upland 
School District in 1965. He said he 
envisions the move to. Cabrillo as 

~ 


“going home’”’ in a sense. 

“Cabrillo opened the second year 
I worked for Upland,’’ he said 
following the meeting, ‘‘and I spent 
five years there as a Classroom 
teacher. 


“Pm looking forward to going 
back.”’ 

He said he would have to prove 
himself in the new post to parents of 
the students. 


Although he will finish out his 
time at Magnolia, Migaiolo plans to 
meet with Soderberg in the next few 
weeks to help assure the transition 
will be enacted as smoothly and 
painlessly as possible. 


“After all,” he said, ‘“‘they (the 
parents) and I have the same 
concern — education of the kids. I 
want the students to be affected by 
this change as little as possible.” 


He holds elementary, secondary 
and administrative credentials, and 
has been involved with extensive 
graduate work. Most notably, he 
received intensive, specialized 
training under Madeline Hunter at 
{UCLA in individualized instruction, 
‘clinical supervision and psychology. 


He has used that experience to 
help develop the district’s 
professional development program, 
participating as an instructor in 


“And the amazing thing is they 
called back the next day and hired 
me as a secretary in the engineering 
department.”

She has also prepared a folder for 
each student, containing a picture 
she has taken sometime during the 
year of each child involved in one of 
the classroom activities. 

And after graduation? 

“I’m going to take a little time 
off, and then I’m going to the Greek 
islands with friends in the fall,’’ she 
said. 

‘And then I'll start thinking about 
what I want to do next. I may work 
for a travel agency so I can do some 
traveling myself — but that’s all in 
the future.”

For the second year, Chaffey 
College will be offering a limited 
summer school program while other 
area community colleges will be 
running full programs. 

*Teddie Lopez, executive dean of 
instruction, said simply, ‘‘We don’t 
have the money.” 

Other colleges, such as Mt. San

The problems a lack of a full 
program causes include difficulty

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County officials will go to China

County Supervisor James 
Mayfield will lead a county 
contingent in a three-week 
tour of China beginning in 
late October. 

The tour is believed to be 
the first of its kind by 
county officials in the 
United States since 
relations began with the 
People’s Republic of China. 


Tour thought to be st of its kind 


Robert Rigney, assistant 
county administrative 
officer, told the Board of 
Supervisors Monday the 
Chinese People’s 
Association for Friendship 
with Foreign Countries 
cleared the way for the tour 
in a letter last month. 

Mayfield and other 
county officials making the 
tour will pay their own way. 
Except for those officials 


using vacation time, county 
employees will not be 
drawing salary during the 
trip. 


The tour was first 
requested last year. A 
reciprocal visit by Chinese 
officials was originally 
discussed, but so far no 
subsequent trip is planned. 


In the letter, Wang Bing- 
nan, president of the 


friendship association, 
noted, ‘“‘As you know, we 
have never received any 
group from a U.S. county, 
and it took us quite some 
time to contact the 
departments concerned, 
hence the delay of our 
reply. I hope you'll 
understand.” 


Tentatively scheduled on 
the tour are the cities of 


Beijing (Peking), Canton, 
Shanghai, Sian, Kweilein 
and Soochow. 

Mayfield said about half 
dozen of the party of 18 
persons will be 
representatives of private 
business and industry from 
the county. 

He said the cost, about 
$3,000, and the timing of the 
tour may lead some 
employees to change their 


air pollution and cement 
and steel manufacturing 
are among the topics of 
interest for the Chinese. 
Papers on a variety of 
topics will be prepared 
before the tour and 
exchanged in seminars, he 


added. 

Mayfield said, ‘‘I’m 
definitely going. I kind of 
look at myself as the leader 
of this group. As chairman, 
I recognize the importance 
of the chairmanship in the 
(People’s) Republic of 
China. 
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“So, I’m looking forward 
to being given the dignity 
and respect the chairman 
gets over. Whether I'll meet 
him or not, I don’t know,” 
he quipped. 

Mayfield said trade with 
China ‘‘is going to be an 
important part of our (the 
county’s) economic 
health.” 

Supervisor Cal McElwain 
is among those on the 
county's list of travelers, 
but he said Monday he has 
not decided yet whether to 
make the tour.

Chinese seem interestedin

Though parent involvement is now mandated by 
many of the state and federal education programs, 
there are many volunteers who are not parents but 
interested community adults. One such freewill worker 
is Jim Clancy, who volunteers five days a week at 
Vineyard and works full time in an area hospital. Clancy 
fills in wherever needed, but can often be found assisting 
substitutes and supervising the playground. 

“The efforts of these dedicated volunteers have paid 
untold dividends,’ reads the state resolution, ‘‘through 
general enrichment of the educational process and 
through increased satisfaction and achievement of the 
individual children served.” 


Hospital designated 
as regional center 


Loma Linda University Medical Center has been 
officially acknowledged as the regional trauma center 
for Inyo, Mono, Riverside and San Bernardino counties. 

The designation program which announced the roles of 
area hospitals was held by Inland Counties Emergency 
Medical Authority. This agency, the result of a joint 
powers agreement among the four counties, is 
responsible for integrating emergency medical service 
in the inland counties. 

As the regional trauma center, LLUMC met specific 
criteria regarding technical and staffing resources and 
was approved by a team of physicians during an on-site 
visit. In addition, the medical center is required to have 
a special trauma team in house 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week and has equipped four patient care rooms 
with specialized apparatus. 

The cooperative trauma system now implemented 
involves LLUMC, other hospitals serving as area trauma 
centers, fire departments, ambulance companies and 
civic agencies. This more organized plan to provide the 
community with emergency medical care has been 
referred to as a major step forward in the care of 
traumatized patients. ~Similar programs have been 
instituted in other parts of the country.

House of Ruth, a local group for 
battered women, has stepped up its 
search for a shelter for women 
beaten by their mates. 

“We've decided to change tac- 
tics,’ said Kathleen Hofeller, the 
group’s founder. ‘‘We have limited 
funds so we’re going to start out 
small.” 

At a meeting last month, the 
group said it needed $75,000 to 
operate a 10-bed facility for one 
year. Although numerous con-

tributions have been received, 
House of Ruth is far from realizing 
that goal, said Dr. Hofeller. 

“Even something like a three- 
bedroom house in Ontario for $300 a 
month would get us started,’ she 
said. ‘‘We’ll start with volunteer 
staff until we can get a grant for fun- 
ding.”’ 

Many battered by husbands or 
boyfriends in the West End have no 
place to go. The closest shelters are 
in Colton and at a newly opened 
house in West Covina. 

If a shelter — however small — is 





already operating, it should be 
easier to get funding, believes Dr. 
Hofeller. 

“We have good support from the 
community. There are a number of 
groups that have stuck with us from 
the beginning. The interest and sup- 
port is there.”’ 

Ideally, the shelter would be 
located in an area zoned for business 
to eliminate the need for a con- 
ditional use permit, said Dr. 
Hofeller. 

“We anticipate some resistance, 
such as neighbors who fear trouble

from husbands. But the location of 
the shelter will be kept secret and 
any husbands who attempt to 
trespass will be arrested and 
prosecuted.” 

Most shelters are on excellent 
terms with local police, Dr. Hofeller 
said, and install silent alarms to 
summon officers if trouble occurs. 

The shelter would accommodate 
the fleeing women’s children, but 
they will be adequately supervised, 
said Dr. Hofeller. ‘‘Children in 
shelters are generally given better 
supervision than in private homes.”’

At one shelter in Long Beach, 
neighborhood children routinely 
play with children living at the 
shelter. 

Rules of the shelter will include no 
use of drugs or alcohol. At least one 
staff member would be present 24 
hours a day. 

“These women are not criminals, 
not drug addicts,’’said the group 
founder. ‘‘They’re the victims.” 

The group is seeking the biggest 
home they can find for $300 to $400 a 
month. Even better would be reduc- 
ed rent or donated rent, which would 
be tax deductible for the owner or 
landlord. 

Dr. Hofeller said she hopes to 
have a shelter operating by the fall, 
equipped with 15 or more beds. 
“With three children apiece, that’s 
only five women,’’ she pointed out. 

The group plans to solicit 
donations for furnishings, including 
clothing, furnishing, toys and 


kitchen items. ‘‘Many times wonien 
will come with only the clothes on 
their backs because they get out in a 
hurry.” 

Cleaning items, such as a vacuum 
cleaner, and old office equipment 
will also be needed. 


The normal stay for a woman 
would be 30 days, in order for her to 
get her life together. Women will be 
given psychological counseling, job 
counseling, legal aid and will be 
helped in their search for a new 
place to live. 


Counseling will also be provided 
for husbands or boyfriends willing to 
under undergo it, but at a different 
location. Fees would be set on a 
sliding scale. 

The shelter, which would be 
located somewhere in the West End 
or Pomona Valley, would serve 
women in both San Bernardino and 
Los Angeles counties.

Are the rigors of 
housework getting you 
down?

adequate. For example, the 
Pill causes stress, so much 
that it increases the need 
for B6 and folic acid by 10 
times! 

Smoking increases the 


skin’s need for vitamin C 
which aids in cellula oxida- 
tion and the formation of 
collagen. Oily skin may 
reflect a lack of vitamin B2, 
B6 or riboflavin.

SPAYING THE FEMALE CAT 


We recommend having your cat spayed at 6-8 months 
of age - before she starts coming into heat. The opera- 
tion involves use of a general anesthetic, abdominal 
surgery and overnight hospitalization. 


In addition to preventing your cat from having unwant- 





ed kittens, spaying may actually lengthen her life. The spayed cat does not 
develop pyometritis (a uterine infection) and she will be less likely to have 
mammary gland tumors as she gets older. Also, the spayed cat is less 
likely to roam and possibly be hit by a car. Spaying also eliminates the 
nuisance of coping with a cat in heat. Many cats are quite noisey when in 
heat, and trying to keep them indoors is usually a losing battle - they turn 
into real escape artists.

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Once dominant vineyards in Rancho Cucamonga slowly give way to the a 


dvance of development 


150 years of making fine wines draw to a close 





A 150-year-old era is about to end in the Cucarnonga 
Wine District. 

Most of the vineyards that once stretched to Los 
Angeles are gone and many of those that remain will 
soon follow. 

But local wine makers say business has never been 
better. An influx of new residents and a growing number 
of wine drinkers has compensated for the diminishing 
number of vineyards in the district. 

Evidence of the situation is found in ‘“The California 
Wine Book” authored by Bob Thompson and Hugh John- 
son. In their book they say the Cucamonga District must 
be content with its rich history because it can no longer 
produce the large volumes of wine it did 40 years ago. 

The wine business came to Cucamonga in 1839 when 
Don Tiburcio Tapia planted 12 rows of grapes. His 
winery eventually became known as Thomas Vineyards. 

Wine is no longer produced within the building at 
Foothill Boulevard and Vineyard Avenue which is now 
owned by the J. Filippi Vintage Co. 

Although the wine is produced at the Filippi plant in 
Fontana, the old winery is still used as a storage and 
sales facility 

Thomas Viney2zrd manager Reno J. Morra said the 
winery obtains some of its wine in bulk from California's 
Central Valley 

Between the years 1940 and 1976. the acreage devoted 
to vineyards in the Cucamonga District declined from 
95.000 to 11,000. Brookside Winery’s winemaker Bill 
Wieland said that figure has since dipped even lower. 

“Every piece of land north of the San Bernardino 
Freeway to Highland Avenue has a tract map on it,”’ he 
said 

Although not every parcel is that close to development, 
Wieland’s remark illustrates the demise of the vineyard. 

He said that within four years the trend could force 
Brookside to move its main facility to Rancho California 
in Riverside County, where the company owns 400 acres, 
or to the central California coast. 

Prohibition marked the beginning of the end for the 
district's vineyards. Many landowners were forced to 
tear up their vines and plant citrus groves to make 
money. 

Following World War II, the Southern California land 
boom was in full swing and it created previously unheard 
of land prices. Farmers suddenly found their land in de- 





mand and they received big profits for selling out. 

The big demand for land continues today and most of 
the land once devoted to vineyards is either for sale or in 
the hands of developers. 

Brookside spokeswoman Fran Roper, who comes from 
a long line of winemakers herself, said the vineyards 
could vanish within the next generation. ; 

“That's the shame of it,’’ she said, ‘‘there probably 
won't be any vineyards in this area within my childrens’ 
lifetime.” 

Eugene Cherpin, plant manager of the Heublein 
Winery in Etiwanda (which has stopped production of 
wine in favor of making vinegar, has difficulty ob- 
taining enough grapes from the area to produce the com- 
pany’s products. 

He said Heublein will probably have to import grapes 
from other areas within the next 5 to 10 years. 

The Opici Winery in Alta Loma has already gone out of 
the area to obtain its grapes. Mary Opici said the 
winery's products have been produced from grapes 
grown on a family-owned vineyard in Northern Califor- 
nia since 1958. 

As with other local wineries, Opici offers its wine for 
sale directly to its customers. 

But if the outlook for the Cucamonga District's 


- 


vineyards appears gloomy, the future of its wine 


business has never been brighter. 


‘Business is booming,” Morra said. ‘‘It’s really in- 
creased in the last 10 years because there’s more 


customers coming to the area.” 


Morra said Americans have also found wine to. their 


liking and that has led to an increase in consumption. 


Roper said the latest sales figures indicate business 
has never been better. The reason, she feels, is that in- 


creasing numbers of young people are drinking wine. 


“Young people don’t attach the stigma of the wino to 


drinking wine,” she said. 


Although none of the local winemakers said they are 
opposed to new development, some said the end of the 


vineyards will mark the end of an era. 


“In the 1950s there were 32 wineries here,’’ Morra 
said. “Now there are just a handful. I don’t think it will 
vanish within our lifetime but its getting hard (for the 


growers) to make ends meet anymore. 


“Development is a big factor and it’s going to take 


away a lot from the Cucamonga Wine District.”

LOS ANGELES — It’s 
simple really, one of life’s 
clear - cut games and it 
goes like this: You don’t 
pay for your car, somebody 
comes in the dead of night 

and takes it away. 

Skips, as they call them, 
laggards, accidental and 
intentional missers of 
payments are left holding 
bus schedules wondering 
who on earth could have 
gotten that heavy - breather 
out of the driveway (‘‘right 
next to my bedroom 
window’’) without waking 
them up. 

For the edification - of 
those of us interested in 
grown-up morality plays 
and their players, the re- 
poppers got him. The 
professinal repossessors, 
operating within hailing 
distance of the law’s letter, 
came and got it just like 
they do 50 times a day in the 
Los Angeles area. But who 
are they? 

“To put it mildly,”’ says 
one 20-year veteran of the 
game, ‘‘they’re the 
strangest people in the 
world. They’re by no means 
all alike and they don’t fit 
any particular form, but 
they're all strange people in 
their own way.” 

Others, like Lt. George 
Hees of the Los Angeles 
Police Department’s 
burglary and auto division, 
puts it a bit differently. 
“I’m afraid a lot of them 
are undesirable characters. 
In my book, re-poppers rate 
one shot below bail 
bondsmen.”’ 

Looking at Shirley (she 
doesn’t want her last name 
used), one gets the feeling 
that this certainly isn’t true 
in all cases. Outwardly, 
there’s nothing strange 
about her. Tall, slender and 
waif - eyed, this mother of a 
year - old child looks more 
like actress Jill Clayburgh 
playing the part of a re- 
popper than anything else. 

Her repartee over the 
phone at Ray Wilson’s 
“licensed, bonded, insured 
repossessors’’ in nearby 
Torrance is lightning - 
quick. You could say she 
sounds pretty street - wise, 
and ‘“‘pound foolish,”’ she 
adds. 

This has something to do 
with the fact that Shirley, 
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now 24, has been an auto 
repossessor since the age of 
15 when her stepfather 
introduced her to the craft. 

“‘T was repossessing cars 
before I was able to drive 
them,’’ she says with an 
unchallengeable stare. 

“My first job was in a 
rough neighborhood, and 
these huge guys were 
standing all around near the 
car and I was under the 
dash, hiding, trying to get 
the car started, scared to 
death.” 

Fear seems to be an 
integral part of this game, 
as does speed and the 
personal skills of your 
above - average auto thief. 

Though she has astounded 
and worried sick a number 
of boyfriends with her 
trade, she has since moved 
into the more cerebral end 
of the game. 

Now she sits behind a 
desk and traces skips, as 
auto debtors are known, 
drawing great delight from 
what amounts to detective 
work. 

“Tt's a stupid business, 
really, just dumb,” she 
says. ‘‘doing something like 
this for a living, with the 
chance that you may get 
shot at or stabbed or beaten 
up, is crazy.” 

Her eyes light 
mischievously while she 
stops to consider her words. 
“But there’s just nothing 
more exciting and nothing 
feels better than beating a 
skip at his own game and

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popping his car. 

“This is still a-con game, 
and doing this for as long as 
I have turns you into a con, 
makes you more like the 
people you're chasing. 

Her attitude adds more 
impetus to the overriding 
impression given by the 
repossessors interviewed. 
There is a feeling of veiled 
aggression here, a 
willingness to push, to fight 
on the lowest level. 

Which is just as well 
considering that the 
average repossessor’s day 
begins in the dead of night, 
when the skip has parked 
his car and gone to bed. 

A two - man _ repo team 
goes to work equipped with 
names, addresses, serial 
and license plate numbers 
and, at least a quarter of 
the time, with a key or a 
key number supplied by the 
car’s legal owner. To make 
the point clear, the cars 
they take are, in a sense, 
stolen. 

In California any vehicle 
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tools and not a few devious 
methods to take back what isn’t 
theirs from those who don’t own it.

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no little risk to themselves. 

“The heat,’’ says the 21- 
year veteran repossessor 
and former Los Angeles 
City policeman, ‘‘can get 
pretty bad for someone 
caught working without a 
license.” 

In fact, the heat can get 
bad for someone working 
with a license. A six - month 
penalty suspension can 
virtually wipe out the 
typically self-employed 
repo man who makes 
betweer $110 and $175 per 
car. 

At the same time it 
generally isn’t the licensee 
who's out groveling in dark 
streets in the dead of the 
night. 

The licensee generally 
hires field men paid by the 
job who must, if they want 
to work these. odd hours — 
as most of them do — work 
two years in this capacity 
before being eligible for a 
license of their own. 

It is totally up to the 
employer to make sure his 
men aren’t going to 
contribute to the city’s one - 
every - 15 - minutes car 
theft: problem, not to 
mention his own insurance 
problem, by hiring former 
strong arm men and car 
thieves. 

And there are laws, 
minimal though they be, 
governing these shadowy 
figures. They can’t carry 
concealed weapons and they 
may not break and enter, 
but when they’ve been after 
a car for six weeks and the 
only thing standing between 


them and the car is one fj 


teensy weensy padlock, do 
you think they'd let it stand 
in the way? 

A good repo man lets few 
things stand in his way, 
usually getting past a door 
lock in less than a minute 
and on the road in another 
four, by utilizing an odd

assortment of tools. 

Wires, picks, bolt cutters, 
assorted ignition parts, try- 
out keys, key cutters and 
slide hammers are part of 
the equipment, along with 
flashlights and God knows 
what else to protect 
themselves against dogs 
and other nosy types.

Imagine a dessert where 
a spongelike cake sits 
drunkenly sopping up sweet 
liqueurs or rum, then is 
swathed with dollops of 
whipped cream and gilded 
with strawberries. 

Depending on the shape, 
it’s a baba or savarin. 
Thoughts of the taste fill 
make my mouth water with 
remembered delight. 

There’s a regular tour of 
chefs, from France in par- 
ticular, who travel about 
the country, visiting cook- 
ing schools and cookware 
shops, teaching with vary- 
ing degrees of success the 
fine art of haute cuisine. 

Chef Albert Jorant from 
La’ Varenne Ecole de 
Cuisine, the cooking school 
in Paris, is a master 
patissier, and he’s 
mastered the art of 
teaching his craft as well. 

The subject at this class 
was savarin dough, and the 
desserts which can be made 
from it: savarins and 
babas. 

In one of those happy ac- 
cidents of cooking, 
someone, somewhere along 
the line discovered that 
cake beyond its prime can 
be rejuvenated into 
something really special by 
dunking it into sugar syrup 
and rum. 


Super good 


Now the cake is specially 
formulated to have a 
spongy texture that literally 
drinks up syrup in copious 
amounts. 

Babas Au 
Rhum 

1 pkg. dry yeast 

3 tbsps. lukewarm water 

3 eggs, beaten 

1 tbsp. sugar 

1% cups flour 

1 tsp. salt 

Ye cup unsalted butter, 
softened 

2/3 cup dried currants 

Ye cup rum 

% cup water 

The Syrup 

2% cups sugar 

1 quart water 

Rum 

For this recipe you'll 
need eight Dariole molds. 
They are bucket - shaped, 
but any small, deep molds 
can be substituted. 

Sprinkle the yeast over 
the lukewarm water and let 
it stand about five minutes, 
until the yeast is dissolved. 
Stir in the sugar, then the 
eggs. Add the flour all at 
once and beat the mixture 
with a wooden spoon until 
you can lift a very thick but 
smooth sheet that is quite 
elastic. 

You may have to add 
another egg. 

Mix the butter and the 
salt and drop little spoon- 
fuls of the salted butter

around the edge of the bowl, 
letting it rest on the dough. 
This way the yeast has time 
to grow without being in 
contact with the salt. 

Meanwhile, soak the 
currants in the combined 
rurn and one - fourth cup 
water. 

Preheat the oven to 400 
degrees. Butter the molds, 
chill them in the freezer and 
butter them. again. 

When the dough doubles 
in bulk, beat it with the 
wooden spoon, slapping it 
against the sides of the bowl 
and beating in the butter, 
and the drained currants so 
they’re well incorporated. 

Fill the molds about one - 
third full, drawing the 
batter away from the 
centers with your fingers so 
they dunt rise too high in 
the middle when they bake. 
You want the dough to rise 
just to the top of the mold, 
no higher. 

Place the molds on a bak- 
ing sheet, cover with a cloth 
and let rise in a warm place 
about one hour, until the 
molds are almost full. 

Bake the babas 20 
minutes, or until they begin 
to shrink from the sides of 


the molds. Unmold the 
babas and let them cool 
completely.

In a food-processor, with 
metal blade, briefly whirl 
together 1 and 1-3rd cups 
flour, the salt and sugar:

Add 
enough ice-cold water to the 
egg yolk to make ‘4 cup and 
whisk or fork-blend. 
Through feed tube, with 
machine on, pour egg-yolk 
mixture in a steady stream; 
stop machine as soon as 
balls of dough start to form. 

Remove dough and press 
over bottom and halfway up 
sides of a 1'2-quart oblong 
baking dish (10 by 6 by 1% 
inches). Sprinkle with 12 
tablespoons flour: set aside. 

Prepare Topping and set 
aside. 

In a medium bowl beat 
egg white until stiff; fold in 
the strawberries; spread 
over dough; sprinkle with 
Topping. Bake on rack 
below center in a preheated 
400-degree oven until 
Topping is golden — 40 min- 
utes. Let stand 10 minutes; 
serve at once topped with 
vanilla ice cream. 

Makes 8 servings.

Make the savarin dough 
using the same method as 
for the babas. 

Thoroughly butter a 
savarin mold (five - cup 
ring mold). 

Spoon in the dough, cover 
with a cloth, and let rise in 
a warm place about 30 to 35 
minutes, until the dough has 
risen to the top of the mold. 

Bake the savarin in a 
preheated 400 - degree oven 
20 to 25 minutes, until it is 
brown and shrinks from the 
sides of the pan. Remove it 
from the pan and cool the 
savarin on a rack. 

A few hours before ser- 
ving, warm the savarin to 
tepid in the oven and soak it 
with syrup. Use the same 
proportions as for the baba

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Upland, California, proposes 
to take proceedings pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 3 (commencing 
with Section 6590) of Part 2 of Division 6 of the Health and Safety Code of 
the State of California, to establish an on-site waste water disposal zone 
(iérein referred to as ‘‘zone’’) in order to provide for the installation, 
operation and maintenance of an on-site waste water disposal sytem in the 
vicinity of Campus Avenue and 17th Street in the City. 

NOW, THEREFORE, the City Council of the City of Upland does hereby 
resolve, determine and order as follows: 

SECTION 1: That it is necessary for the public interest and convenience 
and it is the intention of the City Council to form an on-site waste water dis- 
posal zone in that portion of the City lying within the boundaries hereinafter 


described. 


SECTION 2: The description of the boundaries of the territory proposed 


to be included in the zone is: 
BEGINNING at the intersection 


of the centerline of Sixteenth Street 


(66 feet wide) with the centerline of Campus Avenue (66 feet wide).

SECTION 3: The public benefit to be derived from the establishment of 


the zone is 


(a) Construction of an on-site waste water disposal system within the 
zone will allow commercial and residential development therein without 
placing further burden on the community wide sanitary sewage system, 


and 


(b) The on-site waste water disposal system will provide reclaimed 
water which may be used within the zone for irrigation of recreational open 


space. 


SECTION 4: A description of the proposed type of onsite waste water dis- 
posal system and a proposed plan for waste water disposal are: 

(a) Type: An ARCO Environmental, Inc. K Series waste water treat- 
ment plan designed to meet federal EPA advanced secondary treatment 
water quality standards and the State of California's specific requirements 
under Title 22 Waste Water Reclamation Criteria, Article 4, Landscape 
Irrigation and Non - Recreational Impoundments, designed to treat 200,000 
gallons per day of domestic sewage, together with all other necessary 
mechanisms to collect, treat, reclaim or dispose of the waste water 


processed by the treatment plant. 


(b) Waste Water Disposal: It is proposed that the reclaimed water 
from the treatment plant will be used to irrigate a golf course proposed to 
be constructed within the zone. During winter months excess reclaimed 
water, blended with other water as may be necesary, will be allowed to 
percolate from unlined lakes over the Chino Basin into the groundwater. It 
is proposed that sludge be removed by trucking to a liquid waste dipsosal 


site ‘such as Regional Plant No. 1
